RESOLUTION 

No. l/5\/69-Fl(NA ). — In supersession of the Resolution 
olf the Government of India in the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting No. 7/l/69-FI(NA), dated the 7th 
February, 1969 as amended by Resolutions Nos. 7/1/69- 
FT(NA), dated the 5th April, 1969, 7th lune, 1969’ 6th Nov- 
ember, 1969 and 6th June, 1970, the following Rules are 
notified for regulating the National Awards for Films ■ 
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1 . These rules shall be called Rules for the National 
Awards for Films. 

2. The object of these awards is to encourage the produc- 
tion of films of a high aesthetic and technical standard and 
of social, educational and cultural value. 

3. The following categories of awards will bo available 
under these rules : — 

I. (a) FILM AS ART 

(i) National best feature film award : 

President’s Gold medal for the national best feature film of 
the year and a cash prize of Rs. 40,000/- to the producer 
and Rs. 10,000/- and a plaque to the director. 

(ii) Special award for the second best feature film : 

Cash prize of Rs. 15,000/- and a medal to the producer 
and Rs. 5.000/- and a plaque to the director. 

(iii) Special award for the best feature film on national 
integration : 

Cash prize of Rs, 30,000/- and a medal to the producer 
and a cash prize of Rs. 10,000/- and a plaque to the 
director, 

fiv) Regional Awards : 

Cash prize of Rs. 5,000/- to the producer and a medal to 
the director of the best feature film in each regional 
language, 

(b) Award for excellence in direction : 

Cash prize of Rs. 5,000/- and a plaque lo the best director 
of the year. 

(c) Award for excellence in cinematography : 

(i) Cash prize of Rs, 5,000/- and a plaque to the best 
cameraman of a black and white film; and 

(ii) Cash prize of Rs. 5,000/- and a plaque to the best 
cameraman of a colour film. 

(d) Best actor of the year award : 

‘BHARAT AWARD ' in the form of a figurine to the 
best actor. 

(e) Best actress of the year award : 

‘TJRVASH1 AWARD” in the form of a figurine to the 
best actress. 

(f) Best child actor/actress of the year award : 

A plaque to the best /child actor or actress who is not 
more than 16 years in age. 

(g) Best male play-back singer of the year award '■ 

A plaque lo the best play-back singer, 

(h) Best female play-back singer of the year award : 

A plaque to the best female play-back singer. 

(i) Best music director of the year : 

An award to recognise the originality of score : 

Cash prize of Rs. 5,000/- and a plaque to the best music 
director, 

(j) Best screen-play of the year award : 

Cash prize of Rs. 5,000/- and a plaque to the best script 
writer. 

(k) Best lyric writer of the year award : 

A plaque lo the author of the best film song on the theme 
of national integration. 

(1) Best children's film of the year award : 

A medal and cash prize of Rs. 7,500/- to the producer 
and Rs. 2,500/- and a plaque to the director.

The term ‘producer’, ‘director’, ‘cameraman’, ‘actor’, 
'actress’, ‘child actor/ act, ‘ess’, ‘playback singer’, ‘music direc- 
tor’, ‘screen play writer/ script writer’, ‘lyric writer’, used in 
these rules will be construed as referring to the ‘producer’, 
‘director’, ‘cameraman’, ‘actor’, ‘actress’, ‘child actor/ 
actress’, ‘playback singer’, ‘music director’, 'screen play 
Writcr/scripl wtriter’, ‘lvtrc Writer’, ns the case may be, as 
given in the cfedit titles of the film duly certified by the 
Central Board of Film Censors. 

4. (a) No award will be given to the producer or director 

of a film in a category for which Ihe number of 
entries received is less than two. 

(b) Government miy, at its discretion, given the cash 
prize in the fo m of National Savings Certificates 
or> any other similar certificates issued by the 
Government of India. 

(c) The producer of a feature film produced in a 
language other than Hindi which wins an award 
under category 1(a) of Rule 3 will be granted by 
the Central Government an additional sum of 
Rs. 2,000/- on his getting that film sub-titled in 
Hindi. 

5. All Indian films ceilified for public exhibition by the 
Central Board of Film Censors in the preceding calendar 
year will he eligible for entry. A declaration to that effect 
shall be made by the producer or any other duly authorised 
person in ihe form contained in the Schedule hereto annexed. 

Provided that a film will be entered for awards only in one 
of the categories mentioned under Rule 3 viz. best feature 
film, best national i nteg 'ation film, best social documenta- 
tion film, best children’s film, best information film, best 
educational/instructional film, best promotion film, best 
experimental film and best animation film. 

6. (a) Entries for the awards will be invited every year 

by a dale to bd specified by the Central Govern- 
ment in a notification to be published in the 
Gazette of Indian 

(b) Every application for entry shall be made on the 
form contained jn the Schedule to these Rules and 
he accompanied by an entry fee of Rs. 100/- in the 
case of films exceeding 1000 metres in length in 
35 mm and 40C mertes in 16 mm and Rs. 50/- in 
the case of films shorter in length than the above 
mentioned limit. This fee shall not be refundable. 
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(c) Each entrant will submit, at his cost, to such 
Regional Officer of the Central Board of Film 
Censors or to any other authority as may be 
specified : — 

(i) a print of the film as certified by the Central 
Board of Film Censors at the time and place 
indicated by such Regional Officer or authority; 

(ii) twenty copies of the synopsis, together with an 
English or Hindi rendering thereof and an equal 
number of copies of the songs if any, together 
with their free translation in English or Hindi. 

(d) The entrant of a film selected for viewing by the 
Central Committee will submit, at his cost, the 
required number of copies of the detailed dialogue, 
6 stills, script in English or Hindi as well as publi- 
city material relating thereto, in addition to the 
print and 15 additional copies of the synopsis of the 
film. 

(e) The decision of the Government of India whether 
a film is eligible to be entered for the awards and 
whether any film is a feature film , national inte- 
gration film, children’s film, information film, 
educational/instructional film, experimental film, 
social documentation film, promotion film, animation 
film for the purpose of entry for the awards will be 
final. 

(f) A film w'hieh is dubbed version, retake or an adap- 
tation of a film which has already been entered into 
a State/National Films Awards Competition insti- 
tuted by the Central Government will not be eligible 
for entry; nor will it be eligible for entry with 
subsequent additions, alterations or deletions. 

(g) The producer of a film made in more than one 
language version can enter only one of the versions 
of that film. 

(h) The maximum length of a children’s film for the 
purpose of entry for the award shall be 3,400 
metres in 25 mm or 1,360 metres in 16 mm. The 
maximum length of a film to bo entered under cate- 
gories II and til of Rule 3 shall be 1000 metres in 
35 mm or 400 metres in 16 mm. except in the case 
of information film (documentary). 

(i) The last date of entry may be relaxed at the discre- 
tion of the Government of India in exceptional 

cases, 

(j) No film which has not been entered for the national 
Awards will be considered eligible for these awards. 

7. All transport costs on the consignment and return of 
the films and publicity material will be payable by the 
entrant. 

8. All films will be submitted at the owner’s risk and 
while the Government will take every reasonable care of the 
films submitted, it can not accept responsibility for loss or 
damage to the film while in its possession. 

9. The following Regional Committees appointed by the 
Government will examine feature/documentary films entered 
for the awards : — 

(i) (a) Regional Committee at Bombay— Feature films 

in Hindi (including Urdu, Hindustani, and 
connected dialects like Bhojpurl, Rajasthani 
and Maithili), Marathi (including Konkani), 
Punjabi, Kashmiri, Gujarati, Slndhi and 
English. 

(b) Documentary films under the categories of 
information film, educational/instructional film, 
social documentation film, promotion film, 
experimental film and animation film, 

(ii) Regional Committee at Calcutta— Feature films in 
Bengali, Assamese and Oriya, 

(iii) Regional Committee at Madras — -Feature films In 
Tamil, Telugu, Kannada and Malayalam. 

10. Each Regional Committee will he composed of : 

(a) A chairman, nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than 6 persons distinguished in the fields 
of film appreciation, art or literature, nominated by 
Government (care will be taken to ensure that all 
the languages of the regions are represented In the 
selection of these persons). 


(c) Persons not exceeding three, qualified to judge 
techmcal standard, preseniation, direction and treat- • 
ment values of films, nominated by Government 
rrom a panel ot names representing the industry.
